TWO CHRISTMAS EYES, 


At the corner of the market square in 


the ancient town of St. Ives, Cornwall, 
there stands a picturesque old hostelry 
called the "Golden Lion." Until quite 
lately it had for its near neighbor an inn 
equally picturesque, and perhaps even 
older—the "George and Dragon." Both 
these ancient houses of entertainment 
must have witnessed many strange 
events, besides being the scene of many 
a jovial drinking bout after the gather- 
ing in of the "harvest of the sea," or at 
the less lawful landing of a contraband 
cargo, or at the end of a successful pri- 
vateering expedition. 
For all these 


things your Cornishman hath an excel- 
lent relish.

They are shut in by snow and 
ice, and for months to come they will 
know as little about what is going on in 
the busy world as though they were sail- 
ors on some vessel frozen up for the win- 
ter amid the icebergs of the Arctic re- 
gions. 
Early in the fall, before the 


snow flies, they are housed in on some 
of the lofty peaks of the Rocky mount- 
ains, and not until Mayor June will they 
again mingle with their fellow men.

Their Christmas meal is a f ruga 
one, and with eager longings their heart* 
will reach out from that deep gorge 
or lofty peak to eastern homes, and 
wonder what the loved ones there are 
doing. It is at these holiday times that 
the prospector and wanderer longs for 
the old associations of home and the 
dear faces he has not seen for years 
For months they have undergone man; 
hardships and privations, been through 
hairbreadth escapes and thrilling adven- 
tures, and yet in the Christmas time all 
the tenderness and love that comes with 
thoughts of home is in their hearts. In 
the mining camps of the Rocky moun- 
tains I have heard little groups sing 
"Homo Sweet Home" on Christmas eve. 
How each felt it! It was not sung so 
much, as it was the melody each felt hi 
heart as he thought of home. It was 
sung in that dreamy kind of way. show- 
ing that the thoughts of all were far 
away, and each one was thinking as 
well as singing, and that if a tear did 
steal down some grim visagcd face, there 
was nothing unmanly in it, was there? 


I was writing about the lonely cabin. 


The scene there is not always one ol 
merry making at, Christmas. Of those 
two who dwell there alone, far away 
from all contact with the world—gold 
hunter ascetics—one may be sick. H 
you could force your way through that 
wilderness of snow, lift tho latch gently, 
for it is never bolted, you will find one 
nursing and keeping faithful watch by 
his sick "pard." It may be a son watch- 
ing by the cot of a father

INFLUX 
OF 
FOREIGN 
CAPITAL. 


Aecotding to the Omaha Bee it is e»ti- 


maled tbat the investments of British capi- 
tal in the United States during tbe present 
year amount to at least one hundred mill- 
ions of dollars. Some German capital has 
also found investment in this country, 
though the amount is comparatively small. 
The greater part of tbis money has been 
paid in cash or in obligations which have 
been turned into cash abroad, so tbat it 
constitutes: an important addition to tbe 
wealth of the country. Tbe amount of 
English capital invested here this year is 
greater than in any previous year, and it is 
interesting to note in evidence of the vast 
surplus wealth of England that the aggre- 
gate actual investments of Briiisb capital 
in new enterprises, in 1889, amount to not 
less than seven hundred and fifty million 
dollars. This vast sum, remarks a writer 
in the New York Sun, represents, for the 
most part, not reinvestments, nor the total 
annual gaiiu of the British people, bnt only 
the excess of those gama remaining' above 
the expenditures upon necessities and upon 
pleasures. It is the product, too, n o t o f j 
gambling nor of stock jobbing, but of skill 
and honest bard work. It is dug out of the 
ground in the shape of roel, iron, tin, cop- 
per and other minerals; it is spun out of 
our taw cotton, Italian and French elk, 
and the wool of various countries. A large 
portion of it is earned in the carrying trade. 


Tbe interesting question tor Americans 


is whether this great influx of British 
capital is likely to be maintained. Shall 
we con.inue to get one-seventh or more of 
the annual investments made from tbe 
surplus wealth of that country in foreign 
enterprises''' Evidently tbe opportunities 
for the profitable home investment of 
British capital are about exhausted. Oi/ly 
upon this assumption can Us large outflow 
into foreign investments ba sitisfaoton y 
explained. If this be so there is every 
reason why the United States shall con- 
tinno to be a field for tbe investment of 
British capital on as great a scale as here- 
tofore, and possibly greater. Of course 
much will depend npon whether the in- 
comes expected from the investments al- 
ready made shall be realized, but in any 
event British capital is very certain to con- 
tinue to seek employment here in very 
large amounts. 
Tbe channels of invest- 


ment it has already entered do not exhaust 
the opportunities, and English capitalists 
have a very thorough appreciation of tbe 
great possibilities of this country. 


Perhaps tbe most serious danger which 


this foreign capital may encounter is ad- 
verse legislation, which has already been 
directed against it to a limited degree by 
national and State laws. There is unques- 
tionably a strong sentiment against encour- 
aging its investment bere, and it is not im- 
possible that this feeling may in time be- 
come so extended a<i to result in general 
legislation designed to exclude this capital. 
Bnt nothing of this sort is immediately 
threatened, and those who desire the 
steady and vigorous promotion of national 
development will be ilow to acquiesce in a 
policy which would almost certainly have 
the effect to retard it.

Bad Out look For Ice. 


The Truckee Republican says. 
The weather is very discouraging to ice 


men. 
In previous years the ice crop is 


usually harvested by the first of January, 
rat thus far no ice has been secured. Ten 
lays ago the storm compelled all tbe oom- 
>ames to sluice out tboir ponds and vt.it 
or cold wrathtr. Then followed a few cold 
nights and ice formed a few inches in thick- 
ness. On top of tbat has coma more snow, 
and this starter of the ice crop will prob- 
ibly have to be sluiced out again. This 
lanses a heavy expense to ice companies 
acd there is no certainty that a crop will 
e secured after all. Tbe outlook is any- 
hing but favorable. However, there is 
abunt 30.000 tons of la«t year's ice on hand 
nd that will go quite a ways toward sup- 
plying the demand neit year should there 
ie co harvest. The putting np of ice 
causes the payment of a large sum of 
money to the laboring men ot the com- 
munity, and a failure of a crop is severely 
"alt by the community. 


The Winter has hardly commenced yet 


and there will be plenty [of ice-cold snaps 
n January. 


From "Warner Valley. 


The last Modoe Independent records this: 
Wm, Cooper, who arrived from Warner 


valley on Tuesday, informs ns that the 
mow in that valley averages abont a foot 
in depth. Oa the pass between Warner 
and Bidwell it ranges between three and 
fonr feet in depth. Mr. Cooper believes 
there 19 hay enough in Warner valley to 
carry all the cattle through in safety; but 
there are several thousand head of sheep 
that are in a bad fix. Tbey had arrived 
that far on their way to tbe desert, and be- 
ing overtaken by tbe storm were nnable to 
proceed. Unless the snow goes off very 
soon they must necessarily perish.
